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@ Dismountable cabin for pets. 



(57) A dismountable cabin for pets, or bed, con- 
sisting of a frame made up of asseblable ele- 
ments, a base (7) and a flexible covering (8) 
provided with one opening at least In this way, 
the transport and cleaning operations of the 
bed are easier, said bed, moreover, being par- 
ticularly comfortable for the animal thanks to 
the interchangeability of the flexible covering 
according to the weather conditions. 
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The present invention concerns a dismountable 
cabin for pets, particularly suitable for dogs and cats. 

Various solutions may be adopted, as known, to 
give a shelter to these animals, the most typical being 
the so-called dog's bed. In general, itis a cabin having 5 
a size in accordance with the size of the animal to be 
housed, provided with an opening to allow the en- 
trance therein. Conventional beds are usually made 
of wood or plastic, but however they are structures 
that can not be dismantled or even monolithic. This io 
feature often means a poor handlness and therefore 
Is a major drawback in case the bed is to be moved. 
This problem gets worse, moreover, when a bed is to 
be transported, for example by car, because its bulk 
Is often such that it prevents the bed from entering a is 
conventional trunk. 

Another drawback of conventional beds is that 
their inside is usually accessible through a frontal 
opening only, the same one used by the animal for 
which the bed Is Intended. This is a great handicap, 20 
particularly for the cleaning operations of the bed in- 
terior which result difficult and therefore, often, 
scarcely accurate. Consequently, it is easily conceiv- 
able that a lack of hygiene can compromise the ani- 
mal's health and possibly that of the human beings 25 
coming In contact with said animal. 

The object of the present invention is therefore to 
provide a bed having particular characteristics of han- 
dlness and transportability, and allowing an easy car- 
rying out of accurate cleaning operations therein. 30 

This object is achieved by means of a cabin for 
pets including a dismountable frame, a base and a 
flexible covering, provided with one opening at least, 
suitable to cover said frame. 

The dismountable cabin or bed according to the 35 
present invention has the advantage of being very 
light, mainly thanks to the lightness of its flexible cov- 
ering, and it is therefore easily movable even by a sin- 
gle person. 

Another advantage Is that the bed according to 40 
the present invention may be quickly dismantied so 
that its bulk is extremely reduced thus eliminating any 
transportation problem. 

Another advantage of the present invention is 
that It is particularly comfortable for the animal for 45 
which it is intended. In fact, its flexible covering can 
be replaced to fit the environmental conditions, In par- 
ticular the temperature, and an optimum ventilation 
can also be achieved inside the bed through proper 
possibly closable openings formed on the surface of 50 
the covering. Moreover, in case the animal is to be 
transferred to a place different from the one It usually 
lives in, it will be possible to reduce the "psychological 
impact" with the new habitat by transferring and re- 
assembljng also a very significant part of its old hab- 55 
itat such as the bed. 

A further advantage of the bed according to the 
present invention is that It can aesthetically fit the en- 



vironment in which it is placed, and this, once again, 
thanks to the interchangeabillty of its flexible cover- 
ing. Obviously, this characteristic is particularly ad- 
vantageous whenever the bed is placed inside a 
house. 

These and other advantages offered by the dis- 
mountable cabin for pets according to the present in- 
vention will be apparent from the following detailed 
description of some embodiments thereof, referring 
to the annexed drawings wherein: 

Figs, 1a and 1b are perspective views of t he frame 
of a dismountable cabin according to this inven- 
tion in two different embodiments; 
Figs.2a, 2b and 2c are perspective views of the 
complete dismountable cabin in the same enrv 
bodiments of figs.la and lb; 
Figs.3a, 3b and 3c are various perspective views 
of a dismountable cabin similar to that of f ig.2a; 
Figs.4a and 4b are perspective views of the frame 
of a dismountable cabin according to the present 
invention in other two embodiments. 
Referring to fig. 1a, it is shown that the frame of 
a dismountable cabin for pets, or bed, according to 
the present Invention is made up of a base structure 
on which a vertical structure Is mounted. The base 
structure is formed by two transverse supports 1 , the 
front one and the rear one, dap-jointed to two longi- 
tudinal members 2. The latter may also be more, ac- 
cording to the base surface and the weight of the an- 
imal for which the bed is intended. The vertical struc- 
ture is formed by four posts 3 vertically inserted in the 
ends of the supports 1 . The front posts and rear posts 
3 are connected, respectively, through connecting 
joints 4, to upper supporting members 5 substantially 
arc-shaped, in turn, possibly, connected at their top 
through a straight upper member 6 longitudinally ar- 
ranged. By using materials with suitable flexibility, it 
Is possible to replace each pair of posts 3 and the re- 
lated upper element 5, and therefore the connecting 
joints 4, with a single rod. 

Fig. 1b shows that in a different embodiment the 
frame may also have angled upper elements 5' so 
that It can support a sloping roof. 

In onJer to give particular lightness characteris- 
tics to the above-described frame, the supports 1 and 
the connecting joints 4 are preferably made of a plas- 
tic material while the other elements are of tubular 
light alloy, but all the said parts may clearly be made 
of any material suitable to the purpose. 

Referring to f igs.2a and 2b, It Is shown how a 
base 7 may be placed at first on the above-described 
frames, said base, by resting on the supports 1 and 
the longitudinal members 2, forming the internal 
plane of the dismountable bed according to the pres- 
ent invention. The bed is then completed by the intro- 
duction of a flexible covering, 8, 8', respectively, 
which forms the bed space together with the said 
base member 7. The flexible coverings 8, 8' are shap- 
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ed so as to fit perfectly the corresponding frame, and 
an entrance opening is formed in their front part fbrnn- 
ing the frontal wall, said opening having any size and 
shape accordant to the size of the animal which will 
use It. Furthermore, the covering, once that the 
frame has been covered, can preferably be fixed to 
the frame in any way suitable to the purpose, for ex- 
ample by means of laces or strings 9 of the so-called 
"velcro" type, each one connected, at one end, to the 
covering. The base 7 preferably consists of a mason- 
ite sheet but it may be of any material suitable to the 
purpose and possibly covered by a fixed mat or a re- 
movable cover. Obviously, the covering is flexible so 
as to have a very limited bulk when the bed is disman- 
tled, and it may be made of plastic, waterproof cotton 
or any other material suitable to the purpose, possibly 
padded and/or waterproof. 

The covering may also be shaped so as to obtain 
a space below the roof, separate from the remaining 
bed and autonomously accessible from outside 
through a closabie opening of any known kind. Said 
space can be used to advantage as a closet for the 
animal accessories such as, for example, leashes, 
bowls, brushes, mats, food supplies, etc. In a similar 
way, pockets or the like may be provided on the outer 
walls of the covering, and f ig.2c shows an example of 
a bed provided with the above-described holding sol- 
utions. 

Further openings provided with a net will prefer- 
ably be provided on the covering in order to improve 
the ventilation of the bed space. 

In fact, f ig.3a shows that the covering 8, in an em- 
bodiment thereof, has its rear part, forming the bed 
rear wall, partly made of a net. 

Fig.3b shows that this part made of a net, as well 
as other possible similar openings, can preferably be 
covered by means of a portion 10 of the covering 
which may be roiled up and has a substantially equiv- 
alent size, being connected, by Its upper side, to the 
covering 6. Said covering portion 10 can be connect- 
ed to the covering 8 through any means suitable to 
the purpose, for example by buttons. 
Fig.3c shows that a similar covering which may be rol- 
led up is possible on the access side too. 

Finally referring tofigs.4a and 4b, it is shown how 
it is possible to strengthen the structure of the bed ac- 
cording to the present invention by mutually connect- 
ing the posts 3 through horizontal members, both 
transverse 11 and longitudinal 12, at the connection 
points with the upper members 5, 5'. This solution is 
necessary when the dismountable bed has a consid- 
erable size, especially as far as its height Is con- 
cerned. 

Obviously, it will be possible to make a dismount- 
able b,ed by varying the number and arrangement of 
the elements forming the framework thereof, for ex- 
ample by providing the use of diagonal members, or 
by varying the number, the arrangement or the type 



of the means of connection of the flexible covering to 
the framework.

Claims 

1. A cabin for pets characterized in that it includes 
a dismountable frame, a base (7) and a flexible 

10 covering (8, 8'), provided with one opening at 
least, suitable to cover said frame. 

2. A cabin for pets according to claim 1 , character- 
ized in that said dismountable frame is made up 

15 of elements mutually dap-jointed and/or connect- 
ed by joints (4). 

3. A cabin for pets according to daim 1 or 2, char- 
acterized in that said dismountable frame in- 

20 dudes a base structure (1, 2) on which posts (3) 
are mounted, being mutually connected in pairs 
by upper supporting members (5, 5*). 

4. A cabin for pets according to daim 1 or 2, char- 
25 acterized in that said dismountable frame in- 

dudes a base structure (1 , 2) and a pair of flexible 
rods each of which is connected at one end to a 
corner of said base structure, and at the other 
end to an adjacent corner of the base structure. 

30 

5. A cabin for pets according to daim 3 or 4, char- 
acterized in that said upper supporting members 
or the flexible rods are arranged parallel to each 
other, are arc-shaped (5) or angled (5*) and are 

35 mutually connected at their top through a straight 
upper element (6). 

6. Acabin for pets according to one of the preceding 
claims, characterized in that said dismountable 

40 frame indudes further upper members (11, 12) 
connecting the posts or the flexible rods and par- 
allel to the corresponding base members (1, 2). 

7. Acabin for pets according to one of the preceding 
45 claims, characterized in that said base (7) rests 

on the frame base members (1, 2) and consists 
of a masonite sheet. 

8. Acabin for pets according to one of the preceding 
50 claims, characterized in that said flexible cover- 
ing (8, 8') is fbced to said dismountable frame 
through strings (9) or sirnilar fixing means. 

9. A cabin for pets according to one of the preceding 
55 claims, characterized in that said flexible cover- 
ing (8, 8') forms an internal space separate from 
the real cabin and autonomously accessible from 
outside through a closabie opening. 
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10. A cabin for pets according to one of the preceding 
claims, characterized in that said flexible cover- 
ing (8, 8') is provided with holding pockets on its 
outer walls. 

11. Acabin for pets according to one of the preceding 
claims, characterized in that it is provided at least 
with an opening provided with a net. 
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12. Acabin for pets according to claim 11, character- 
ized in that at least one of the said openings pro- 
vided with a net can be covered by a portion (10) 
of material of equivalent size that can be rolled 

up. IS 

13. Acabin for pets according to one of the preceding 
claims, characterized in that the entrance open- 
ing can be covered by a portion of material that 

can be rolled up. 20 
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
